Washington, Dec. 22— President 
Krug«r'B government baa formally pro- 
tested to Secretary Hay against the 
Ml« of BunlttOBs of war by American 
manufacturers and merchants to the 
British government. This protest ivaa 
designed to prevent the British gov- 
ernment from obtaining inuch needed 
war BuppllM. but It- has proved of no 
avail. 

It is said Secretary Hay has sent a 
reply to the Boer government reiterat- 
ing the neutrality of the UniUd Staten 
'In the present war and declaring thc.t 
American citizens, in trading with both 
belligerents, violate no neutrality oli- 
ligation. It is also said the authorities 
have Information showing the Boer 
•OTtmmeBt has purchaaad supplies in 
tha United States. 

The position of this goremment In 
the matter of trading with belliger- 
ents have been since its foundation 
that its cltisens have the right to trade 
with the contending belligerenti. 

CAN HOLD OUT. 



Beport In Circulation Regarding Be* 
■ieged Ladysmltli. 

London, Dec. 22.— The only news 
from South Africa of the slightest Im 
tiortance is the report of Ladysmith's 
ability to bold out for some time to 
come, and a message from General 
Methuen permits the assumption that 
his communications have not been cut. 

General Methuon's complaint about 
the rudeness of his opponent is the 
latMt surprise of this surprising war 
and Judging from the tone of some of 
the comments General Methuen's 
peevishness is more distasteful to many 
people in Great Britain than his con 
tinned silance would hare been. 

There is no diminution of enthusl 
asm among the volunteers. All kinds 
of offers are reaching Lord Chesham 
who is to command the mounted vol- 
unteer force. Members of the stock 
exchange have already promised 100 
horses from their stablea and an offer 
of an Irish contingent, 116 hunting 
men, was accepted. 

A war office dispatch from Pieter 
maritzburg. Natal, gives a list of cas- 
ualties, Dec. 18, of seven men killed 
and 14 wounded, all non-commissioned 
officers and men. The names of the 
regiments concerned indicate a hith 
erto unrecorded sortie from Ladysmith 
on that date. 

General Buller's list of casualties 
Colenso, Just published, shows that 14.) 
were killed, 746 wounded and 227 
missing. 

Boers* Source of Supply. 
Public attention is directed to the 

question of the possibility of the 
Boerb' Importing food, munitions of 
war and recruits by way of the Portu 
gnese port of Lourenzo Marquese. A 
Delagoa bay merchant displayed many 
sidelights which bear directly upon 
the present war. He said when the 
war commenced the Portuguese in Del- 
agoa bay, like everybody else, consld 
ered Tictory a dead certainty for the 
English and, therefore, they at first 
put a certain curb upon the Uoer im- 
portation of arms, recruits, etc. But 
since the English reverses all that has 
been changed. They have turned 
round and art entirely acainat th* Eu- 
glish. 

"Instead of helping the English in 
Delagoa bay," said the merchant, 
"they have made that port a base of 
supplies for the Boers. Food, muni- 
tions and recruits are brought in al- 
most openly. Arms are concealed in 
tha lowMt parts of tha ship and cov- 
ered orer with tons of stuff. Examine 
such ships out at sea? Why, it would 
take three weeks to examine them 
properly. The bills of lading, of 
oonrse, are all cooked. As for the re- 
cruits, they come in the same ships as 
passengers, waltais or isUon. it doss 
not matter how." 

Philadelphia, Dec. 22.— Major Gen- 
eral Nelson A. Miles, in expressing his 
opinion regarding the South African 
war, said: "The struggle between the 
British and Boers is a very serious 
war.. There have been some severe 
lossss sftd I bsllsTS tkwo will be ser- 
loos escountsrs before it is ended. An 
to the probable results I of course 
can not predict. If the Dritlih are de- 
feated it is likely to Involve Europe 
In serious oomplieations. As to the 
tactics of the contending armies, both 
seem to be what is termed 'open order' 
methods."

No More "Wild Wfst" Indians. 
Washington. Dec. IS.— "There wUI 

be no more Indians permitted to leave 
their reservations for wild west exhi- 
bition purposes," said Coniniissiomr 
Of Indian Affairs Jones. "They can 
not secure the consent of the Indian 
bureau for their exhibition save it be 
along the lines showing the progress 
of Indian education. The day of the 
department's permitting Indians to be 
let tor wild west shows and sbeh af 
fairs is past It demoralizes the In 
dians, many of whom would dress in 
citizen's clothes and otherwise con- 
form to more civilized ways but for 
the dollars and cents there is in contin 
Oing in their customs." 

Refriaerator Fur Troops. 
San Francisco. Dec. >2.— A large re 

trlgsrating plant is soon to be erected 
in Manilla by the United States under 
the direction of Major L. S. Poudiz of 
the quartermaater's department The 
cooling room will be large enough to 
contain at once 5,000 beeves, 7,500 
sheep and 100 tons each of salt meats, 
butter, eggs and vegetables, enough to 
supply the American army in the 
Philippines for some time. In addition 
to this the plant will produce 50 tons 
Of ice and 6,000 gallons of distilled 
water every day. 

War oil ( hrlxtliiiiity. 
Seattle, Wash., Dec. 22.— W. W. 
Simpson and A. W. Lagerquist, of the 
Christian and Military alliance of New 
York, arrired here from Thibet. Mr. 
Simpson says the mission at Paongan 
was completely demolished by armed 
natives headed by Buddhist priests. 
After three years' work not a single 
convert to Christianity has been ob- 
taintd. The Buddhist priests, owing 
to China's internal troubles, are In 
absolute control and will make phys- 
ical war on the introduction of Chris- 
tianity. 

Foraker's Statement. 

Washington, Dec. 22.— Senator For- 
aker, in answer to the statements con- 
cerning the authorship of the gold 
plank of the Republican platform of 
1896, said: "The point in issue was 
whether or not Mr. Kohlsaat drafted 
the gold plank and forced its adop- 
tion uiioii the cummittcf. TliehP esti- 
mates show that he had nothing what- 
ever to do with the framing of that 
plank except in common with other 
reports and refute absolutely his claim 
of authorship." 

CMUcially Conflnned. 

Colon, Dec. 22.— Offlcial advices has 
h(on received from Veiicziii'la that the 
government troops in that republic 
completely defeated the rebel forces 
under General Hemandes on Dec. 14. 
General Hernandez fled. It is believed 
that many prisoners were taken and 
that a large quantity o^ ammunition 
was seised. Port Ifsrsotlho has been 
officially declared open to commerce 
and the Venesuelan revolution is con- 
sMersd at an end.

Just before 12 o'clock the 
watchers saw that the end waa ap- 
proaching and exactly at noon the 
great preacher paased away.

"Washington, Dec. 22.— The hearing 
before the Interstate commerce com- 
mission called on account of com- 
plaints made by shippers against the 
proposed new sissslfication of freight 
by railroads operating under the 
offlcial classiflcation," was resumed. 
By agreement, Mr. Frank Harriott, 
general traffic manager of the Erie 
railroad, and a member of the "offlcial 
clapsification committee," went on the 
witness stand to testify as to the new 
classiflcation. He reiterated Mr. GUI's 
statement of Thursday that the new 
assificatlon waa adopted' because the 
railroads abs-olutoly needed the in> 
creased revenues. On many carloftd 
rates no advance, it waa felt by the 
committee, could be made, but it was 
felt that on short hauls the less than 
carload lota could afford to pay added 
rates. This arrangement would en* 
able shippers to take advantage of 
carload rates to .% general distribution 
point, the railroads there getting some 
advantuKt' from ailded rates on the 
short hauls from distributing points. 

The classiflcation committee did not 
consider the market prices of articles 
on which the classification was raised. 
Mr. llaniott said the contiolliug rea- 
son in raising the classiflcation was tbe 
evident necessity for more revenue 
and this was deemed the best way to 
get it. So far as was practicable the 
committee and llii' railroads 
ready and anxious to remedy so far as 
possible sny injuiftlce that might ex- 
ist in the old /classification. He .said 
It would be necessary for the 60 odd 
roads using the official classiflcation 
to follow not only the classiflcation but 
also to maintain existing commodity 
rates in order to obtain additional rer* 
enues. 

Inquiries devcloixd the admission by 
Mr. Harriott that on the average mis- 
cellaneous cars carrying articles pay- 
ing less than carload rates were being 
more heavily loaded than heretofore, 
that the earnings on that class of trst- 
flc were greater. 

It developed at this point that n 
meeting of the shippers and those lep- 
•esenting their interests. Attorney 
Oeneral F. S. Moiuiett of Ohio, Hon. 
J. H. Bromwell and Mr. Mortimer Mat- 
thews of Cincinnati had been ap- 
pointed to present to the committee 
the action of the shippers. Mr. Mon- 
nett presented a set of resolutions 
adopted by the commercial Interests 
in directing attention to testimony ad- 
duced at the present hearing, showing 
it was maintained, discriminations by 
the railroads against the small ship- 
pers in favor of the large shippers and 
to the fact that the railroads had de- 
clined to extend the time for the new 
classification to go into effect These 
resolutions were supplemented by a 
petition by a large majority of tbe 
hippers In attendance upon the hear- 
ng asking that the connnittw lay the 
estimony before the attorney general 
of the United States with a view to 
have him bring action against the 
railroads to prsvsnt the new classifi- 
cation from becoming effective on Jsn.

bei and other candidates on the Demo- 
ocratic ticket was made public Thursday 
night Tbe address is sigaed' by former 
^nator Blackboro, Chairman of tbe State 
Campaign iCommlttee; Chairman Allie 
Young, of tbe State Central and State 
Executive Committees, and all ot the 
members of tbe bodies respectively. Tbe 
address in full is as follows: 

The IViiiotratio (larty of Kentucky, through 
its BfvcrHl .■'late couimilteos. liai unauiniDUsly 
dfcUrt'il that the Ix'si intertM.^ of the party, as 
well at justice, dcmandN 4hat contests shall lie 
made by every candtdate ou tbe I>emo<'ratic 
ticket tor the iMpecUre offloM to which they 
were nominated. Tbe committee* feel that it is 
proper that they sbould, lu a concise form, state 
the CTOunds upon which they base their action 
Tlie Btate Board ol Election OommiMionen. at 
its reoeni MMdon, iMoed certifloatM of eleetlon 
to all ot the BapabUoan oadidatw for tbe SUte 
office*, bat tbe board eipmsly declared ia tba 
opinion that it rendeied that It aetad almply as a 
canvaatiiic board, wlttaoat power or aatbortty, as 
it eoBstraed tbe law, to Inqnirs into tbe lecalliy 
or validltgr of aay oonteaiad vetat. Tbe board 
went fntthar and la auDataaM expressed the 
opinion that, if clothed with the antboritr to no 
behind the tetums and determine tba matters 
in contention, the eertiaeaiaa of eleetlon wonld 
not have t>een latned to the parties who received 
tbem. 

We feel that in tbe Uxht of the action of this 
board tbe DL>mocrati< party can not <!(> less than 
carry it« contention to the IribuuaN cnated by 
law for it<* (.letermination. 

Tbe Krouudu upiiu which this (diitcst Is based 
consist of the protest aKaltisi the use of tls.sue 
ballots iu many of the overwlielmimily Republi- 
can counties of the State. The use of ihtho bal- 
lots Is not ouly iu violation of tlic Icit r of the 
law. but is in alter and open I-: ir.- <■ of the 
spirit of tbe law, and tbe use of these l>allota 
furnishes, not prima facie, but OOBOlnalve evl- 
ileuce of purpiisdl fraud. 

Aiiiitiicr i^niuud of contest ii because i' 
plain violation and defiance of the law by the 
late Republican Governor of tbe Sute, wbo> 
whilst aettvelj enxaged in. the maklnc otatonp 
speeobaa and tbe proaecatioB of a partfian poli- 
tical oanvaas, ordered out the milllarjr, and, in 
violation of both law and praoedent, aaanmed 
personal command of the troopa in the mettopo- 
lla of the aute. paradint the streeta of Lonliville 
on the day ot the election with his soldiera and 
Gatlloir guns, iDvadiog the voting booths and 
forciuR Into tliem, against tbe protest of tite law- 
fully appointed election oBcers, pretended in- 
apeotora and oballengeiB, wIm, the highest court 
of tbe Slate has decided, had no lawful right to 
be present. * 

Tbe issnance of tbe certiecates of election tu 
the Bcpablioao candidates is contested upon tbe 
furtber ground tbat both a Federal and a State 
Judge, without warrant nl law and in deflauce 
of every prouiptinK of fair ilealin^ and decency, 
iiili ifi icil with the lioliliiig of the Slate election; 
the one lr>' incnacinu cliHr,ics to » grand jury and 
by t!ie cni|i|oynient of Deputy I'lilled States 
Marsiiiils ; and the other by Issuing every niuu" 
damns and Injunction asked (or b> the li^ publi 
can ptrty. wlilch ji:di<'Ui iiois have be«u de- 
clared by the supreme judicial trlboaal Of the 
Slate to have been iinlawiul. 

Another ground is tlie use in the Interest of tbe 
Republican party of an immense corruption 
fund contributed by the most powerful railroad 
corporation of the Commonwealth, whereby 
many thousands of voles were bought against 
tbe Democratic party and its candidates, because 
tbat party iu tbe platform adopted in it* Btate 
convention dared to advocate measures of re- 
lief deauknded by people of the Commonwealth.

of Intimidation ; nor has It even desisted yet. 

To all this tbr,ateniog tbe Democracy has re- 
plied tbat It would aund np >n the law; tbat It 
wonld carry Its contention to the tribunals 
wbloh the law ha* esiabllsbed tor their decision, 
aid to the verdict of these tribunals would it 
bow in submission. 

If tbe Board of Election Commissioners bad 
no authority lo pass upon tbe question at issue 
(as It declared it had not) we simply propose to 
go to those who have this authority and abide 
by the Judgment tbat may be feedered.

If tbe most important r gbts ot tbe citizen are 
to survive in Keniiicky, tbe laws govemlng elec- 
tions most be fairly enforced ; Judgea most be 
uugbt that their, indleial power* are not to be 
exerdaed upon the demand and in the interest 
of either a polltleal party or a eorpoMloa to 
which they may owe ad aliagiaaee evea soperlor 
to that which they owe to the law ; the great 
corpMate BBonopolic* mutt be taoght that eiec- 
tlonaeaanotbeUoaghtttf them, and aeremors 
moat tM au4o to kaMtw tbat In tlsM* of protoiind 
peace the Uw of the Oommonwealth la not to 
broriied aside t>y the bayonet. 

Your committee* are not unaware of tbe fact 
tbat the contests now proposed to be insugur- 
atcd should not be entered upou for light or trtv- 
al reasons ; tbat considerations oT a personal or 
partisan character slionld be ignored In decid 
Ing upon go grave and important step : that the 
passions usually aroused In a heated campaign 
should be given a proper cooling lime, and that 
only considerations of an overwIu lmiiiK public 
necessity should !«; allowed to control. We be- 
lieve the.se coudillons bave be^n olwierved. Not 
willing to trust our own judgmental in a matter 
BO profoundly alTectlnir tbe interest of the .^late, 
we snmmoned in Joiut council with us a large 
number of the wisest and moat oonaerratlve oltl- 
tens from ail parts of tbe State. 

It was the uuanimous verdict of these gentle- 
men tbat a blow had been strnck at tbe very vit- 
al* ot free government by tbe methods and prac- 
tieaa eanmerated, and tbat every eonalderation 
that can lapel free men to act for the protection 
of their meet aacrad righ:* damanda tbat the 
foal wranas, Inflletad on the Btate ahall be re- 
dressed through the agenciea appointed by law. 
In tbe prooecding* to acoompliita this end it I* 
bat Just to say that the ambition of no asaa or 
candidate haa been eonsidered; tbe attnatlon 
rises above the individual aod becomaa one of 
great peril to the oitlaenahip of the whole Btate, 
and tbe candldatts of tbe Democratic party, in 
ol>edience to the supreme duty of tbe hour, are 
used merely as tbe instrumcuLs by which these 
wrongs may l>e rectitied ami tbe diguity aud 
honor of our State vindicated.
